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During the year there were registered 122,770 births, 73,203 deaths, and 
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26,318 marriages. Hence for every hundred of estimated population there 


were 3°01 births, 1°80 deaths, and 0°65 marriages. When these numbers 


are compared with the corresponding for the previous year (Tables I. and I1.), 
the birth-rate is seen to be still lower than that for last year, the death-rate 
being higher, as also is that of the marriages. 

The excess of births over deaths is 49,567. 


BIRTHS. 


_ 122.770 births were registered throughout Scotland during 1889, being at 
the rate of 3°01 per cent., or 301 for every ten thousand of estimated 
population ; of these, 63,347 were males, and 59,423 females. 

Tables IV. and V. afford information as to the number and proportion of 


births in the five groups of Registration districts into which Scotland is 


divided. In the Principal Town districts 51,029 births were notified, being 
at the rate of 3:16 for every hundred of the estimated inhabitants of the 
same ; 26,236 being males, and 24,793 females; in the Large Town districts 
the total number is 14,979, or 3:27 per hundred of population, the males 
being 7,738, the females 7,241; in the Small Town districts the births are 
25,999, equal to 3°01 per cent. of the inhabitants; males 13,468, females 
12,531; in the Mainland-Rural districts the total amount is 27,776, or in 
proportion of 2°74 to each hundred of the inhabitants, males numbering 


14,357, females 13,419; and in the Tnsular-Rural districts the total amount. 


is 2,987 or 2°31 per hundred; males 1548, females 1,439. From those ratios 
it is apparent the highest birth-rate occurred in the Large Town districts, 


followed by that in the Principal Town districts, Small Town districts, and 


Mainland-Rural districts, being lowest in the Insular-Rural districts.

In ten counties the 
rate is over 10:0 per cent., that in Banff being 129 per cent.; Aberdeen, 
13:1 percent.; Nairn and Dumfries, each 13:2 per cent.; ,Elgin, 14°6 per cent.; 
_ ‘Kirkcudbright, 15:1 per cent.; and Wigtown, 17°7 per cent. 

Of the total 122,770 births during the year, 63,347 were boys and 59,423 
_ girls, so that for every 100 of the latter sex, 106°6 boys were born. The 
_ highest proportion of male-to female births occurred in the Insular-Rural 
districts, 107°6 to 100, the lowest in the Principal Town districts, 1058 
to 100. 

Births were registered throughout the country in largest numbers during 
May, when they were at the rate of 365 per diem, April coming next, with 
3956 daily; July, with 345; June, with 343; October, with 342; January, with 
334; March, with 333; February and December, each with 327; September, 
with 325; November with 320; and August, with 317. The daily average 
number of births registered during the year was 336, males 173, females 
163. The average number of illegitimate births was 26 per diem. : 


DEATHS. 


73,203 deaths were registered throughout Scotland during the year, being 
in the proportion of 1°80 per cent., or 180 in each ten thousand of estimated 
population, a ratio somewhat higher than that for last year. 

Table V. shows the heaviest rate to have occurred in the Principal Town 
‘districts, where it was 201 per ten thousand of population, followed by the 
Large Town districts, with a mortality rate of 184; the Small Town districts, 
with one of 170; the Mainland-Rural districts, with one of 157; and the 
Insular-Rural districts, with a rate of 142, ratios which, when compared 
with the corresponding for last year, show an increase in the case of the 
Principal and Small Town districts, a decrease in that of the Large Town 
and Insular-Rural districts, being the same in the Mainland-Rural districts. 

The average number of daily deaths was greatest during December, 234, 
followed by April, with 221 ; March, with 220; January, with 218 ; February, 
with 215; May, with 199; July, with 194; November, with 188; October, 
with 184; June, with 180; August, with 178; and September, with 175. 
The average number of daily deaths during the year was 201. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages registered during 1889 was 26,318, being at the 
rate of 65 for every ten thousand of population, which shows an increase 
upon the same for last year. it 9%) ‘j 

The marriage rate is highest in the Principal Town districts, where it 
is 80 per ten thousand of the inhabitants of the same, followed by the 
Large Town districts, with a rate of 70; the Small Town districts, with one 
of 58; the Mainland-Rural districts, with one of 47; and the Insular-Rural 
districts, with one of 34. 
The average number of daily marriages was 119 in June, 105 in

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BIGHT OF THE PRINCIPAL TOWNS OF SCOTLAND. — 


. The information upon which the remarks are founded in the following 
sections of this Report is furnished by the Registrars of the following 
Principal Towns,. viz., Glasgow, Edinburgh, Dundee, Aberdeen, Greenock, 
Leith, Paisley, and Perth, in their weekly returns, and it is believed the 
facts which relate to them apply in a great extent to the country at large. 


BIRTHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The number of births registered in the above Towns during the year 
is 48,171, being at the rate of 325 for every ten thousand of their 
estimated population. The highest rate occurred in Paisley, where it was 
370 per.ten thousand; next in Glasgow, with 369; followed by Aberdeen, 
with one of 311, Leith, with 307; Greenock, with 293 ; Dundee, with 289 ; 
Edinburgh, with 278; and Perth, with 249. 

Of the total 43,171 births, 3437, or 7:9 per cent., were illegitimate, 
the highest rate occurring in Dundee, viz., 10°0 per cent.; followed by 
Aberdeen, with 9'8 per cent.; Edinburgh, with 8°6 per cent; Perth, with 
8:4 per cent; Glasgow, with 7:6 per cent; Paisley, with 5°9 per cent. ; 
Greenock, with 5° per cent.; and Leith, with 51 per cent. Table VIII. 
also indicates the percentage of illegitimate children born during 1889 to 
the estimated number of possible mothers living in these towns, ~e., the 
spinsters and widows between the ages of 15 and 45 years. Thus, in 
Aberdeen, 2:15 infants were born out of wedlock for every hundred possible 
mothers, as stated; in Glasgow, the percentage is 2°13; in Dundee, 1°81; in 
Greenock, 1:60; in Leith, 1:48; in Perth, 1:46; in Paisley, 1:43; and in 
Edinburgh, 1-42. 

Of the 43,171 children born in these eight towns during the year, 22, 228 
were of the male, and 20,943 of the female sex, the proportion of boys to 
girls accordingly being 106-1 to 100. 


DEATHS IN THESE EIGHT TOWNS. 


The deaths registered in these towns during 1889 amount to 27,891, 
of whom 13,801 are males, and 14,090 females; the total mortality-rate 
being 210 per ten thousand of the population as estimated. | 

Table VIII. shows the death-rate in Glasgow to be highest, viz., 249 
per ten thousand of the estimated number of its inhabitants; followed 
by Paisley, with one of 217; Aberdeen, with 188; Dundee, with 183; 
Leith, with 181; Edinburgh, with 180; Perth, with 177; and Greenock, 
with 173. , . 

If compared with the corresponding death-rate for 1888 it is apparent 
(Table IX.) there is an increase for the present year in Glasgow, Aberdeen, 
Greenock, and Leith, a decrease in Dundee, Paisley, and Perth, the rates 
for both years being exactly the same in Edinburgh; and, when further 
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4 compared with the mean death-rates for the last ten years, .it is found a 
greater or less fall has . taken place in each town for the year under

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Table X. affords some insight as to. the mortality among children 
under five years of age in these eight towns, one column giving the 
deaths among children at this age in each town, another column the 
percentage of deaths of children under five years of age to the total number 
living at that age, and a third the percentage of deaths at the same age to 
the total deaths. Thus we find in Glasgow that out of every thousand such | 
children estimated to be alive there, 83 died during the year; in Paisley 
the ratio was 66; in Leith, 55; in Dundee, 54; in Edinburgh, 50; in 
Aberdeen and Greenock, 49; and in Perth, 36. The last column of the 
table shows how, of the total deaths in Glasgow, 45°6 per cent. occurred 
among children under five years of age; in Leith, 45°2 per cent.; in 
Greenock, 41°8 per cent.; in Paisley, 41:1 per cent.; in Dundee, 39°5 per 
cent.; in Aberdeen, 35°8 per cent; in Edinburgh, 34:1 per cent.; and in 
Perth, 25:2 per cent. . 

Tables XI. and XII. present the rate of mortality due to various classes 
of diseases, and to some of the more important special causes of death in 
each of the eight towns, such rate being calculated in the former table 
with reference to the estimated population, and in the latter with reference 
to the total deaths from all causes. . | 

The percentage of deaths from Zymotic Diseases was 0'338 on the 
total estimated population of the towns, forming 16°11 per cent. of the total 
mortality occurring therein. This class of disease proved fatal to 0°471 per 
cent. of the population of Glasgow; to 0°322 per cent. of that of Leith; 
to 0°305 per cent. of that of Paisley ; to 0:274 per cent. of that of Aberdeen ; 
to 0°237 per cent. of that of Dundee; to 0°235 per cent. of that of Greenock ; 
to 0°227 per cent. of that of Edinburgh; and to 0°180 per cent. of that of 
Perth. ‘The corresponding percentages of deaths from these same diseases 
to the total deaths are 18°96 in Glasgow, 17°77 in Leith, 14°54 in Aber- 
deen, 14:06 in Paisley, 13°60 in Greenock, 12:97 in Dundee, 1259 in 
Edinburgh, and 10°14 in Perth. 

In Glasgow, out of every hundred deaths, 6:52 were attributed to 
Hooping-Cough ; 4°94 to Measles; 2°66 to Diarrhcea and Dysentery ; 1:37 
to Diphtheria; 1-09 to Fevers, of which 0°93 were Enteric or Typhoid, and 
0:12 Typhus. | 

In Edinburgh, Hooping-Cough causes the heaviest mortality in like 
proportion, 2°77 per cent. of the total deaths being due to it; Diarrhcea and 
Dysentery together cause 2°23 per cent.; Diphtheria, 2:12 per cent. ; 
Measles, 2°10 per cent.; Fevers, 1:02 per cent., of which 0°69 are Typhoid, 
and 0:27 Typhus. . 

In Dundee, 4°39 per cent. of all the deaths were due to Hooping- 
Cough; 3°96 per cent. to Diarrhceal affections ; 1-41 per cent. to Diphtheria ;

XVI : Report. 


The steady barometric pressure that characterised the month of April 
was even still more apparent throughout May, the monthly range being 
but 0645 inch, as compared with 1:097 inch, the mean for the last 
thirty-three years. 

June was characterised by somewhat high and unusually steady 
barometric pressure, with a considerable predominance of light easterly 
winds, and high temperature, accompanied by small rainfall. 

Barometric pressure in July was average as to its amount, but 
somewhat extreme as to range. 

August was characterised by relatively low and unsteady barometric 
pressure, 

September was chiefly distinguished by high barometric pressure 
and small rainfall, accompanying light winds. 

October was remarkable for low and very variable barometric PEPESUTE, 
associated with low but relatively uniform temperature. 

November was remarkably warm and dry, with high barometric 
pressure. 

December was chiefly remarkable for high barometric pressure, 
varying slightly more than is usual at this season. 

Reference to Table XIII. admits of comparison being made between 
the mean temperature and proportionate mortality of each month of 1889, 
and the same for a decennial period, 1871, 1880. This indicates the 
months of January, May, June, November, and December of 1889 to 
have had a greater mean temperature than the corresponding months of 
the ten years, that for the other months being the reverse. The greatest 
proportionate mortality occurred during the year under review in January,

Measles shows a anil ee. increase in the number of deaths during the 
early and later months of the year, the number of deaths attaining the 
maximum in April, when they were 150; the smallest number occurring 
during September, when they were 23. 

Scarlet Fever caused its largest number of deaths during the last 
three months of the year—32 in October, 37 in November, and 44 in 
December-—being fewest during March (9), and August (10). The deaths 
from Hooping-Cough increased gradually from January to April, when 
they attained their maximum (198), falling gradually until October, which 
was credited with 50, after which they again show a tendency to rise. 
Diphtheria caused its largest number of deaths during the three later 
months of the year, and Fevers gave rise to a larger mortality during the 
later six than during the early six months. 

Phthisis caused its largest number of deaths during May, 291; July, 
260; December, 246; and January, 240; the smallest during November, 


194, and September, 185. Croup varied from 40 during December, and 


36 during October, to 13, 16, and 17, the number of deaths from it during 
May, Tune, and July. 

Upon the incidence of the more acute Diseases of the Respiratory 
Organs, as Bronchitis and Pneumonia, climatic conditions have an 
admittedly distinct bearing, and we accordingly find the heaviest death- 
roll from such to be during those months which show the lowest 
temperature, &c., the reverse occurring in the case of those months with 
the highest. Much the same may be said as to the deaths from Diseases 
of the Heart and Circulatory Organs, and to those from Disease of the 
Brain. 

Tables XVII. and XVIII. show the relative monthly mortality at 
different ages among the inhabitants of the aforesaid eight towns. Thus, 
with children (0-5 years of age), the heaviest rate was during the months 
of March, April, May, and December.

vaccination from some constitutional peculiarity; and 397, or 0°322 per 
cent., were insusceptible on account of having previously been successfully 
vaccinated, although not by persons qualified to give a certificate to that 
effect. No cases occurred in which children were insusceptible in con- 
sequence of having had Smallpox. Of the 123,294 children born, 10,434, 
or 8463 per cent., died before vaccination; and 3096, or 2°511 per cent., 
were removed from the districts in which they had been born, and lost 
sight of, or else were otherwise unaccounted for. The proportion of cases 
successtully vaccinated is 0°807 per cent. below the average for the last 
ten years, and the proportion of postponed cases 0°542 per cent. above the 
average for the same period. - | 
In Table XX. is given particulars relative to vaccination, the children 
who died before vaccination being omitted. From this Table it will be 
. observed that’of 112,860 children who were living at the age of six months, 
106,734, or 94:572 per cent., had been successfully vaccinated. In 2417 
cases, or in 2:142 per cent., vaccination was postponed ; 216 children, or 
0-191 per cent., were stated to have been constitutionally insusceptible of 
vaccination ; and 397, or 0352 per cent., were insusceptible in consequence 
of previously having been successfully vaccinated; while there were none
